commercial reitiictions, producing in­ 
dividual distress, and national impove­ 
rishment, our country is committed in 
a war with a powerful and formidable 
foe, without .adequate preparation—.

hausted Treasury. 


To obviate the« immediate «id op­ 
pressive difficulties of the criais, militia 
and volunteers are subjected to field 
and garrison duty, and called upon to 
supply the deficiency of regulars— 
enormous sums are to be raised by loans 
*M*d taxes, and a neighbouring Colony 
of the enemy is invaded by detachments 
of uodiscipliued troops, imperfectly 
supplied with necessaries.— 
Under 
such circumstances, Folly only can ex 
jpeet success i and should further de 
feat, disgrace* and dismay, accompany 
our military operations, the plçomy an 
ticipation of un unnatural alliance with 
the Conqueror of continental Europe, 
will naturally be indulged. Tlius em­ 
barked in adisastrous contest, the nation

In the 22d-French Bulletin, Bpnnpartc 
infornv^d us that the « enemy appeared 
10 retire upon Kulouga," a mode of ex- 
prcsbion which made us suspect thut 
be had no certain information of the 
movements or mtcntioos of the Russian 
General. The Russian General proves 
thni our suspicions were well founded. 
He had mai\oeuvred in such a manner 
as to deceive the French with respect 
lo his real designs. 
About the t8ih of 
September ht matlc a flank movenjcnt.

Mr. P. said the chairmuh of the haval 
committee, deserved much for his per­ 
severance and sseal in favour of this bill 
under consideration, he, said he wished 
he could reconcile It to Ivis judgment 
and sense of duty fo vote for it, but a%.it 
would increase very much the sums of 
money vranted for the purposes of the 
governmem for this year, and as he had 
been opposed to the war ft^m its com­ 
mencement, and did not intend to vote 
for loans or laxes to carry It on, or help 
them in their pecuniary concerns, he 
would opt vote for any thing that would 
embarrass or encihBaso them.
